Whereas,he ſatth we condemn the Innocent, is a begging of the Queſtion 
in-hand : And let the Reader judge, if in this he writes not too much 
like an Innocent ? But this is the fruit of following the Light within, 
and forſaking the Seripturesz Nature will never diſcover its ownguile 
and defilement, and the Light within, that every man hath, is no more 
than Nature. 

3- I charge him for preaching the Covenant of Works in oppoſition , 
to the Goſpel, by frequent repeating in his Diſcourſes to the People thre 
ſaying, viz. Do this and live. He faith to this, That be direfed 10 Chrift 
"Feſns when be ſaid ſo, and to bis Light within, that through. F aith in bim, 
the tyue Light, People might be faved, 

Anfſw. Obſerve, that firſt he doth diſtinguiſh Chriſt Jeſas and the 
Light, and then immediately makes them one and the ſame : Chriſt Fe- 
ſus and bs Light within, It follows, that through Faith in bim, the true 

- Light that lightetb every man, &c, Now then: this Light within pms 
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May is Jcſus Chriſl,; according to this 1man's Divinicy, and Jeſas Chriſt 
is oothiag clſc but.chis light, ( if any thing hefides, let them declare 
what.) 3ut theScripenre ſaithgthis Light within everyManzis nothing but 
the Law of Moſes written in the heart of Man,Row-2.15. Which ſhew the 
work of the Law written in their hearts. So then it remaincth good what 
I ſaid, That C-T. did preach the Law in oppolition t6 the Goſpel, in 
uſing that expreſſion ſo much, Do this and. Live. It will not ſerve to ſay 
as he doth, that he did not preſs Peogle tothe obſervance of the Law of 
M»ſes, in the Letter,only for Life 3 implying, that obſervance to Moſes 
Law, in the Lxtter and Spirit both, is ſufficient for Juſtification unto Life 
io the ſight of God 3 which'is the- Quakers falſe DoRtine, and another 
Goſpel; and reuders Chriſt's perloual Righteouſne(s, bis Obedience and 
Suffering altogether in vain, It is not our obſervance of Moſes Law in 
the Spirit, that is the matter of our Juſtification in God's ight, but chat 
obſervance that the perſon of J:fus Chriſt ſixteen hundred years fince 
ycildcd to the will of the Father in doing and (uffring in the behalf of the 
Elc&, tv their room and ſead, being imputed to them. May not I ay, 
Are not the Quakers willingly ignorant of this, going about to (et up 
their own Rightecouſnels ? That Abrobem, the Father of the faichkul, ob» 
ſexycd Moſes Law in the Spirit as well as the Letter, yet this did not juſti- 
fie him unto Life in the-fight of God. Rome: 4. 2. If Abrabam was juſtified 
by works he had whereof to glory,but not before God, his works done in 
the Spirit were not ſufficient, Rome. 4-6. Even as David allo deſcribeth the 
b'c{ſ-dne(s of the Man unto whom God imputed Righteouſneſs without 
Works, what Works? Done by cheSpirit{urgly for ſuch wereDouidsWarks; 
he places this bleſſedacls of Man,with all his obſervance of the Law of Mo- 
ſer,in the Spirit, in Forgivenels of Sin.Implying this,that there is need of 
non-imputation of fin in the obſervance of Moſes Law in the Spigi 
in our bcſt works. Did not Iſaiab obſerve Moſer Law in the Spirit ? 
'And yet in that place of Iſaiah 64+ 3. (which Chriftopher T. produceth 
in a jecr ) calls it, fiiltby Ragge, as to Juſtification. - Did not Paul ob- 
ſerve Moſes Law in the Letter and Spirit whewa Chriſtian ? An Apoſtle 
Rm. 7. 22. 1 delight in the Law of God after the inward man. Was not 
this to keep it in the Spirit ? He kept it in the Letter before his Conver= 
ſoa,” Phil. 3+ Touching the Law, Blameleſs ; and this he counted Loſs for 
Cbrift, Verl» 7. when he was converted to Chriſt : Nay, not only fo, 
_ buthe countcd all things loſs for tbe Excellency of the knowledge of Feſws 
Chriſt ; and then ſurely his obſervance of the Law of Moſes, in the $picit, 
in'the.point of Jultificarion, for this is but his own Righteouſneſs, not the 
Righteouſneſs. of him that is God, the perſonal Righteouſneſs of Chriſt, 
God and Man, which is to be received by Faith. I call Chriftopbey to an-
